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1994 SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


As usual, most of the Selectmen's Office's energy during the 
first months of 1994 was directed at finalizing the Operating 
Budget and the Warrant and preparing for the annual _ Town 
Meeting. Following a relatively quiet Annual Meeting, which 
provided the direction for the year and authorized the 
expenditure of the necessary funds, the real work began. 

As allowed by Article XIV, following a lengthy selection 
process, the Board signed a three year contract with a new trash 
hauling contractor, Gobin Disposal Systems. We feel that the 
new arrangement has been satisfactory, and the contract amount 
was $7,500 less than a contract which was offered by our 
previous hauler. 

Article XV authorized the appointment of a Town Hall 
Committee, outlined their responsibilities, and appropriated 
Tunds itor wneim use. A very capable group of people was 
appointed. Meeting with the Board several times, they worked 
diligently throughout the year to discharge their multiple 
responsibilities. The results of their efforts are reported on 
in this Town Report, and are likely to be a central part of our 
1995 Town Meeting. 

Article XVII, our proposed Operating Budget of $1,062,935, 
was passed without amendment. In the administration of the 1994 
budget, several developments are noteworthy. 

After conferring with the cemetery Trustees, it was decided 
to engage a private maintenance contractor for the care of our 
cemeteries, on atrial basis. The experiment seems to have been 
successful, resulting in both lower cost and reduced exposure 
for the Town. 

This year the Board made the difficult decision to leave the 
New Hampshire Municipal Association's Property Liability Trust 
and purchase our property liability insurance through a local 


agency. Several years ago, the decision to join the "pooled" 
coverage was driven by rising premiums in the private sector, 
but the situation has now reversed. By making the recent 


change, we were able to save $6,000. 

With the help of Dick Heath, recently retired from the New 
Hampshire Department of Transportation, the first phase of the 
River Road reconstruction was completed in the fall. We spent 
$77,498, or $7,000 more than the budgeted amount which equalled 
the Highway Block Grant Funds received from the _ State. 
Including Road Project funds spent in 1993, the price of the 
project, to date, is $80,498. We look forward to completing the 
second phase of our work in 1995. 

In response to Article XX, a new International Dump Truck was 
purchased and fitted with plow equipment removed from its 
predecessor. With the purchase of a new sander, the total cost 
of the replacement truck was $58,300, with $55,000 coming from 
the Capital Reserve Fund for Highway Vehicles, and the balance 
from the Highway Department operating budget. The 1982 truck 
and sander were sold for $5,500. 

Article XXI created a Town Bridge Capital Reserve Fund for 
the care of town bridges, and in particular, in anticipation of 
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the replacement of the Thrasher Road bridge shared with Cornish. 
On October 31st, on the recommendation of the Department of 
Transportation, that bridge was closed to all traffic. The two 
Boards then began to meet in earnest to develop a plan for its 
replacement. As of this writing, we are in the preliminary 
stages of the "Process for Bridge Aid - Municipal Managed 
Projects." This new alternative may allow us to receive bridge 
aid from the State for a bridge that does not meet all DOT 
Standards, but is more in keeping with the. site. State 
reimbursement will be 80% of the project cost. The two towns 
have agreed to split the remaining 20% share 2/3 Cornish and 1/3 
Plainfield, with Plainfield also providing the necessary local 
administrative staff to keep the project on track. 

The $10,000 appropriated in Article XXIV allowed us to make 
necessary exterior repairs and apply clapboard-like vinyl siding 
to the Town Highway Garage. 

As had been briefly discussed at the 1994 Town and School 
District Annual Meetings, a portion of the recently accumulated 
"Surplus" Fund Balance was used to reduce taxes. After meeting 
with the School Board and consulting with our Department of 
Revenue Administration Auditor, it was decided to use $46,317 
from our Fund Balance. The tax rate for 1994, therefore, was 
set, ct $36 75. 

In the fall, Arthur Thompson resigned from his position as 
Road Agent. We have hired Robert Bennett, formerly the Road 
AgenLteot osuccon, to fil) this vital position. 

As in the past, we would like to close by thanking the many 
citizens who volunteer their time and energy to make local 
government work. We understand that without your efforts, large 
and small, visible or behind the scenes, we could not move 
forward as a community. Each year it seems to be a little more 
difficult to get people involved. Each year, therefore, we 
appreciate even more those who are willing to contribute.

ADMINISTRATIVE ASSISTANT REPORT 


This past year, in addition to our normal yearly functions, 
the Town's administrative team was involved with several 
projects designed to contain or reduce the costs of providing 
town services. 


Solid Waste Collection: After an exhausting quotation process 
the Board of Selectmen signed a three year contract with Gobin 
Disposal Systems for the collection of Plainfield's solid 
waste and curbside recyclables. GDS took over these duties on 
June ist from Northeast Waste Services. The GDS program is 
intended to provide a comparable level of service at a reduced 
net cost to the Town. 


Liability Insurance: The market for municipal coverage 
appears to be one of the most liquid in the insurance 
industry. In 1990, the Town began purchasing its liability 
coverage from the NH Municipal Association at a significant 
savings over "traditional'' coverage in the commercial market. 
While the pooled coverage costs have remained flat through 
time, the commercial sector has reacted to the loss of 
business by developing very competitive programs. Plainfield 
took advantage of this competition by returning coverage back 
to the "traditional" market saving over 20% on premiums. 


Cemetery Care: This project proved to be interesting as a 
service previously provided by public forces was privatized. 
By moving to a firm that specialized in lawn care, ,this 
privatization resulted in a significant cost savings to the 
community as well as a reduction in the various payroll and 
insurance liabilities that are associated with hiring and 
maintaining employees. The results from this experiment, 
based on received public comment, seem to have been positive; 
and at this time it looks as though the program will continue 
into 1995. 


Unfortunately, not every idea tried this year was a success. 
We attempted to obtain a public easement over land owned by 
the New England Wildflower Society along the Connecticut 
River. The proposed easement was designed to provide a point 
of public carry in carry out boat access to the river. The 
site was chosen because of the relatively slight grade to the 
river and because it was located south of Sumner Falls. 
Despite the efforts, the easement was not obtained and 
Plainfield continues to have over six miles of frontage along 
the River without any designated public .access location. 


I look forward to continuing my duties into 1995 completing my 
sixth year with Plainfield.

The last payment on Engine One was made this year. 
The decision to move forward on the replacement of Engine Two 
was made; and a truck committee was formed, headed by Deputy 
Chief Nate Cass. Truck specifications were drawn up and then 
approved by the department members. A new 1995 International 
four door cab and chassis were ordered in April to avoid a 14% 
increase in the price of the chassis, that took effect the 
first of May. The chassis has been delivered and will go to 
Dingee Machine in Cornish to be built in January of 1995. 
They will put on a 1000 gallon per minute pump, 1000 gallon 
polytank, and an aluminum body. Completion is expected to be 
around the end of June. Money saved from yard _ sales, 
barbecues, and wild game dinners will help pay for the truck. 
We will only have to borrow $30,000 from a bank compared to 
$140,000 borrowed for Engine One. This amount was kept lower 
thanks to the Towns' approval of funds to a capital reserve. 
Thanks to the truck committee for a job well done. 

Also avery big thank you to everyone who has helped us with 
our fund raisers, without you they wouldn't have been 
possible.

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1994 REPORT OF THE PLAINFIELD/KUA STUDY COMMITTEE 


The committee met several times between August 1994 and 
BeOruarYerrt995. sto: fulfidi its charge of reviewing the 
relationship between the Town of Plainfield and Kimball Union 
Academy . There continues to be a general feeling that 
Town/Academy relationships are positive and ever improving. 
Kimball Union Academy's increased communication with the Town 
through Plain Facts, the school newsletter, and mailings to 
Plainfield residents increase town attendance at the many 
cultural, athletic and recreational events held at KUA. 


Thirty-four Plainfield children (who are not KUA faculty 
children) attended KUA in 1994-1995. Had those thirty-four 
children attended Lebanon High School at the 1994-1995 tuition 
rate of $7,073, the Town would have spent $240,482 on their 
tuition. Because the families of the thirty-four children chose 
to send their children to KUA, the Town of Plainfield saved 
$170,994. This savings is the difference between the Lebanon 
High School tuition figure of $240,482 and $69,488 tax exemption 
granted to KUA at the 1994 Plainfield Town Meeting. The 
Plainfield/KUA Study Committee concludes that this is a good 
deal for the Town. 


Kimball Union Academy was exempted from paying $69,488 in 
property tax on the assumption that it would divide this savings 
equally, as a tuition credit, among the thirty-four students 
from Plainfield who attended KUA in 1994-1995. Kimball Union 
Academy proposes to grant a tuition credit of $2,000 to each 
Plainfield student who attends in 1995-1996. 


After discussion the committee voted ae, recommend 
continuation of the agreement between the Town of Plainfield and 
Kimball Union Academy.

CONNECTICUT RIVER JOINT COMMISSIONS INC 
MT. ASCUTNEY RIVER SUBCOMMITTEE 
ANNUAL REPORT - 1994 


The Mt. Ascutney River Subcommittee of the Connecticut River 
Joint Commissions has met monthly to work on its river corridor 
management plan and to advise the states of NH and VT, the 
federal government, and the Joint Commissions on local matters 
affecting the River. 

This advisory group, formed in January, 1993 under the NH 
Rivers Management and Protection Act of the previous year, 
includes riverfront towns from Plainfield to Charlestown, NH and 
Hartland to Rockingham, VT, and by law, members who represent 
local government, local business, agriculture, recreation, 
conservation, and riverfront landowners. The Subcommittee is 
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advisory and has no regulatory powers. The Town has appointed 
Nancy Franklin and Ted Moynihan as its representatives. 

This year the Mt. Ascutney Subcommittee met with the U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service to advise on the proposed Conte 
Wildlife Refuge, and with developers of a proposed brewery to 
provide information on where and how the public uses the River 
in the area of the proposed discharge. The subcommittee 
expressed reservations to the State of VT about locating a 
hazardous waste handling facility within the floodplain in 
Windsor, pointing out current and potential concerns at the 
site. Members worked with the Southern Windsor County Regional 
Planning Commission to identify significant locations for river 
uses and values and potential threats to water quality. The 
Subcommittee reviewed a draft discharge permit for Howard 
Johnson's complex in Springfield, and called attention to high 
bacteria levels in the Black River. Members also toured the 
Bellow Falls hydropower facility and asked that the Fish and 
Game departments work with New England Power to better manage 
water levels when fish, particularly bass, are on their beds. 

In November, the Subcommittee met with water quality experts 
from VT and NH to discuss the newly-released Bi-State Water 
Quality. Assessment, and to apprise the states on _ local 
priorities for water quality improvement. Erosion resulting 
from fluctuations in water level are a primary concern, and also 
the erosive effects of boat wakes. The Subcommittee asked that 
the states gather data on fish tissue toxicity. The 
Subcommittee also heard a presentation on preliminary results of 
water quality testing on the main stem and the Black and Sugar 
Rivers. 

Members contributed information on boat launches and private 
campsites for a new computer-based inventory of instream 
features that has been provided by the Joint Commissions to each 
town. The inventory, along with G.I1I.S. maps of the river 
segment, will be useful in the Subcommittee's planning process. 

To assist the Joint Commissions in educating local boaters 
about existing boat speed laws and the threat of zebra mussel] 
infestation, Subcommittee members distributed information and 
posted signs. Boat traffic is required to slow to headway speed 
when within 150' of shore or another boater. The Connecticut 
River is considered the most vulnerable waterway in all of New 
England for zebra mussel, and the Subcommittee asks all boaters 
who have visited New York or Lake Champlain to discard bait and 
allow their boats to dry for 48 hours before launching in the 
River, to avoid bringing these hitchhiking pests into the 
watershed. 

The public is encouraged to attend the meetings, which take 
place on the second Tuesday of each month from 7-9 pm at the 
Windsor House in Windsor, VT.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN HALL COMMITTEE 


The Town Hall Committee was very busy and productive during 
1994. Voters at Town Meeting '94 charged the committee with 
"oreparing a detailed plan for the substantial renovation of the 
two town halls, beginning with the Plainfield Town Hall...including 
a plan for financing-the proposed projects." 

From April 1994 to January 1995, the committee met twenty- 
two times. Various members also performed special assignments and 
research. Bev Widger, Nancy Norwalk, and Bettyann Dole (with some 
hired help) even cleaned out the accumulation of debris, rummage 
and forgotten items from the halls. First on the agenda was the 
preparation of a "Bid for Proposal" to hire an historical architect 
for the project. Thirty-three proposals were sent out, twenty-five 
architects attended the mandatory walk-through of the buildings, 
nine firms submitted proposals, five were interviewed in a day- 
long process, and finally, The Burley Partnership archetect Jay 
White was hired. The committee has been very pleased with the work 
he has accomplished. 

After consultation with the committee, Mr. White prepared a 
renovation plan for immediate repairs to both halls. He sent out 
bids and chose Harvest Construction to perform the repairs. 

The repairs which have been finished on the Plainfield Town 
Hall are: removal of the bat droppings from the attic; attic 
insulated and a louvered vent installed; chimneys and foundation 
repointed and repaired; rotten sill on the northeast corner 
replaced; vapor barrier laid in the cellar area; air vents opened 
up, screens and doors’ installed; chimneys’ cleaned; plaster 
repaired; railings painted. 

The repairs which have been finished on the Meriden Town Hal] 
are: back foundation replaced, timbers replaced under the main 
floor, attic truss repaired, roof slates replaced, flashing and 
rotten clapboards above the porch replaced and painted. In addition 
}Caron Engineering, the state historic office, and the State Fire 
}Marshall all performed inspections on the Meriden Town Hall as had 
}been done on the Plainfield Town Hall previously. 

Jay White and the committee also formulated plans and costs 
for the remaining repairs needed on the Plainfield Town Hall and 
plans and costs for renovation of the Meriden Town Hall into police 
jdepartment and office space. One theme that was repeated many times 
jlast year during hearings and at Town Meeting was that residents 
ifelt good use should be made of the Meriden Town Hall. The 
jcommittee feels that using this hall for police and office space 
(town office or rental) is a use that fills a need, is fiscally 
jsound, and will maintain a beautiful old building. The documented 
ifigures show that it is less expensive to renovate a building than 
jto build a new one. The committee met with members of the school 


board, selectmen, town office employees, Chief Gillens, and others 
jto assess the need for using this space. A survey was also 
sGistributed to town residents. 

Repairs on the Plainfield Town Hall should be completed. This 
building was heavily used this year for many musical events and 
dances, library programs, bingo, church and Grange sales, a 
jsuccessful quilt show, the annual art show, and as an important 
: 
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tourist attraction. The Plainfield Town Hall continues to be the 
only building on the west side of Town to hold more than fifty 
people. Finishing necessary repairs and painting will make the 
building even more attractive to potential users. (See the Maxfield 
Parrish Stage Set report for additional information.) The New 
Hampshire Council of the Arts has already awarded the Town a $1000 
grant towards the cost of remodeling the bathrooms to comply with 
ADA regulations. The committee has also applied for energy grants 
which would pay for some of the energy-saving portions of the 
repairs. The Plainfield Town Hall is on the National Register of 
Historical Buildings and the National List of Historic Theaters. 
Please support our recommendations at Town Meeting.

THE MAXFIELD PARRISH STAGE SET COMMITTEE HAS REACHED ITS 
SECOND GOAL. After a very busy and successful year of concerts and 
other events, the committee was able to purchase a new dimmer 
system for the stage lights in the Plainfield Town Hall. Thank you 
to Robert Gattie and Win Spencer, Jr. for their help in the 
installation of the equipment. 

The committee hosted a monthly series of musical concerts and 
dances, featuring a different style of music at each. Throughout 
the year residents and Parrish fans continued to donate money and 
time to this project. In September we hosted an evening at the town 
hall as part of the opening of the Maxfield Parrish Exhibit at 
Kimball Union Academy. We operated the new dimmer system for the 
first time and showed the "Parrish Blue" film. This was attended 
by a full house of 110 people. In October we joined with the full 
historical society membership to sponsor a very successful week- 
long quilt show. Exhibited were 125 quilts loaned by Plainfield and 
Cornish residents. This event was attended by 1400 people. The 
committee also hosted a New Year's Eve Dance featuring the popular 
local band "People You Know." Everyone enjoyed themselves 
immensely. 

During July and August, for the first time, the Stage Set 
Committee opened the hall on Sunday afternoons so that tourists and 
Parrish fans could see the stage set and view the film "Parrish 
Blue." Over the years, people have continually called or stopped 
by trying to see the stage set, and, of course, were unable to 
since the hall isn't regularly open. This was very successful, with 
over 300 visitors. It was so successful that people continued to 
come--throughout the church rummage sale which’ followed and 
throughout the fall--thinking the hall was still open. Plainfield 
1s becoming a "tourist spot." 

Interest in Maxfield Parrish and his art is continuing to 
grow. Fans and others have been very appreciative of the film and 
the stage set. Many have returned several times. They are 
constantly commenting on how fortunate Plainfield is to own such 
a treasure and to have been able to preserve it all these years. 
Everyone who has helped should feel highly complimented. 

1994 was not all work for the committee. Some of us attended 
the opening of the Maxfield Parrish Family Trust Headquarters and 
had a wonderful and interesting time. 

The committee printed a postcard of the stage set, with 
photograph by Jeff Nintzel, with proceeds from sales going towards 
the restoration fund. The committee also prepared (and _ the 
selectmen approved) a formal policy for the use of photographs or 
other images of the stage set for commercial or publication 
purposes.

PLAINFIELD RECYCLING 
January 1995 


Plainfield's solid waste strategy continues to pay off! 
Plainfield once again boosted its recycling rate--from 21% in 
1993 to 22.5% in 1994. The Town generated more "disposables" in 
1994 than in the last few years--943 tons--but also increased 
the amount recycled at curbside. The cost savings to the Town 
from the recycling effort fell slightly from around $21,000 in 
1993 to at least $17,179 in 1994. The primary reason for the 
decline was that when Plainfield switched solid waste haulers in 
mid-1994, from Northeast Waste Services to Gobin Disposal 
Systems, the total solid waste disposal costs to the Town went 
down but the cost of processing curbside recyclables went up 
slightly. Whereas Gobin charges a flat fee of $32/ton to 
process curbside recyclables, Plainfield "played the market" 
under the Northeast contract. Northeast gave Plainfield a 
rebate for curbside recyclables if the revenues it received for 
the recyclables exceeded their processing fees (which ranged 
from $13 to $21/ton depending on the recyclables). Conversely, 
if Northeast had to pay to get rid of the recyclables, 
Plainfield would pay that cost plus the processing fee.

The sticker fee system also has been working well. Revenues 


from stickers ($72,327) covered disposal costs at the 
incinerator ($70,400) as planned. 


Curbside recycling: The cost savings to the Town totaled 
$14,104. The Town avoided spending $14,123 by not sending the 
146 tons collected at curbside to the incinerator. In addition, 
the Town received $4,122 for the recyclables it collected at 
curbside in the first half of the year under Northeast's 
contract. Through the year, the Town paid $4,142 in recycling 
processing fees for curbside recyclables. 

Drop-off shed: The cost savings to the Town totaled at least 
$3,075. The Town avoided spending more than $4,749 by not 
sending material collected at the shed to the incinerator. (Al] 
of the items listed below, except for the tires and two-thirds 
of the scrap metal, could have been put out at the curb.) After 
using revenues from the shed's recyclables to offset operating 
costs and processing fees, the remaining cost of operating the 
shed was $1,674.

The amount of material passing through the recycling shed was at 
least 65 tons in 1994 (collected textiles have not been weighed 
yet), compared to 67 tons in 1993, 64 tons in 1992, 48 tons in 
1991 and 35 tons in 1990. The primary reason for the slight 
decline is that some of the heaviest materials collected at the 
shed--glossy magazines and catalogs--are now collected at 
curbside as well. On the other hand, the shed collected more 
cardboard in 1994 when it added a second cardboard dumpster due 
to popular demand.

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NH/VT SOLID WASTE PROJECT 1994 ANNUAL REPORT 


The year 1994 was one of many changes for the Project. Early in 
the year a new computerized accounting system was implemented to 
provide better tracking and reporting of financial results. A 
new bookkeeper and project manager were hired to replace 
employees that left the Project. Robert Watts, the new Project 
Manager, came to the Project with almost ten years of experience 
in solid waste management in the private sector. 


The Federal Bankruptcy Court had disallowed the Project's 
request for protection under Chapter 9 of the Bankruptcy Code, 
stating that the Project was not bankrupt as long as they had 
powers to raise money through direct assessment of the towns. 
The towns were assessed and the Project paid Wheelabrator 
Claremont, Co. $1.13 million in undisputed debt during the year. 
In addition, the judge and Vermont legislation said the 
Districts must pursue negotiations with Wheelabrator Claremont, 
Co. Those negotiations are ongoing, but three years of landfill 
charges were settled resulting in over $100,000 paid to the 
Project by Wheelabrator. 


An old dispute was resolved during the year with the contractor 
that had previously operated the landfill in Newport for the 
Project. The Project has decided to continue to operate the 
landfill with its own personnel. The landfill is currently 
scheduled to continue operation through the remaining 13 years 
of the contract. The landfill is planned to be expanded in two 
years to allow for another 5-6 years of ash disposal. 


The tipping fee for 1995 is projected to remain at about the 
same level as 1994. Challenges ahead are to promote reuse, 
reduction, and recycling of the waste stream, and at the same 
time meet the contractual commitment of delivering 47,500 tons 
of waste to the incinerator. The years ahead will probably see 
more items to be separated from the waste stream for economic 
or environmental reasons. The Project will continue to need 
good recycling information from the member towns. Completing 
the negotiations with Wheelabrator that provide the project 
towns the ability to source separate and dispose of the 
residuals at the lowest possible cost is the major challenge for 
1995.

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REPORT OF REPRESENTATIVE MERLE W. SCHOTANUS 
DISTRICT 3, SULLIVAN COUNTY 


The 1994 session was productive for me because, unlike the past 
three sessions, the absence of a supplemental budget allowed 
more time to concentrate on issues which have a direct bearing 
on the five towns of my district. I was able to successfully 
sponsor or support the passage of bills regarding shoreland 
protection; a forest resources inventory; aquaculture; use of 
native lumber; landfill closure funding; UNH Cooperative 
Extension programs; and small power producers. The small power 
producer issue impacts directly on the town of Springfield and 
the local forest industry because it involves PSNH negotiations 
with the Hemphill wood-to-energy plant in Springfield. The 
measure which I co-sponsored established legislative oversight 
over the negotiations to protect the tax rate for the Town and 
the financial interests of the loggers who supply raw materials 
to, the plant: 


As I begin the 1995 session, I cannot help but reflect that the 
fiscal situation facing the State this year is almost a replay 
of the grave budget faced by the Gregg administration in 1991. 
The present situation is made worse because of greater demands 
on the State budget and no alternative revenue source in place 
to offset the looming deficit caused by the possible loss of up 
to $150 million of federal medicaid money used to balance the 
State's biennial budget since 1991. Unless a new revenue 
miracle occurs, we can look forward to entire programs being 
eliminated, especially in the health and human services’ and 
cultural affairs areas. The luxury of state owned and operated 
ski areas could also come to an end. Education reform and state 
aid to local school districts will be debated, but it is not 
likely that much will be accomplished. The budget writing and 
revenue committee have reorganized to handle the looming fiscal 
crisis. The house Appropriations and Ways and Means Committees 
have been combined into one 29 member Finance Committee to more 
closely correlate revenue with spending. I will serve on the 
finance committee as well as to take on new duties as an 
assistant majority whip on the House leadership team. 


After a two year rest, I will for the fifth time assume 
leadership of the county delegation. I was pleased to 
collaborate with my colleague from Sunapee, Representative Tom 
Behrens, in his initiative in August, 1994, to return the 
medicaid generated FY 1994 county budget surplus directly to the 
towns. I am also please to welcome my other colleague in 
District 3, Representative Sandra Stettenheim of Plainfield, to 
my county delegation leadership team in her new job as the 
delegation's clerk. Finally, I wish to thank all those who 
continue to have confidence in me to represent your interests in 
Concord, as indicated by your very supportive vote in November, 
1994 to elect me to a sixth term. As always, I stand 
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ready to serve you in Concord and in the county. You can reach 
me in Grantham (863-1928, or Sugar Springs Farm, 03753) or in 
Concord (271-3165, or Room 105 Statehouse, Concord, 03301).

REPORT FROM FORMER REPRESENTATIVE BURLING 


This past year was my most challenging and productive year 
in the Legislature. I became the Democratic Whip at the start 
of the year, and with my colleagues in the minority party and 
some good friends in the majority, I struggled to bring 
different priorities to state government. 

The high point of the year was the passage of the Augenblick 


Dikals Le This was a simple little piece of legislation I had 
filed, which called on the State to pay for 8% of the cost of 
public education. It was founded on the belief that the 


legislature ought to fulfil the promise that had been made in 
1985 to pay 8%, not 3.9%, of public schooling expenses. My 
bill passed the House, and then the Senate, after some of the 
most exciting and effective debate it was ever my privilege to 
hear. It was a personal high I will never forget. That the 
Governor vetoed the bill, and the majority party sustained 
that veto, does not take away from the thrill of making a 
difference, if only for a moment. 

The low point of the year’ had to be the struggle over the 
N.H. anti-discrimination bill. This controversial piece of 
legislation would have extended the existing anti- 
discrimination law to gay people. After much consideration, 
I voted for the bill, because I think discrimination based on 
status (ie: being black, or female, etc.) iS wrong. Tt 
turned out I was right in thinking that it would be a hard 
vote, with consequences to myself. 

In the end, the year took us not very far in any particular 
direction. The Republican party still governs New Hampshire, 
as it has for 141 years. There is no Democrat in the elected 
executive branch, or on the supreme Court, and in the House 
and Senate the Democrats are outnumbered 2 to 1. As a state 
we have staggering property taxes, unequal schooling 
opportunities for our children, but we still have the fantasy 
that we pay no income tax (those of us who pay interest and 
dividends tax or the Business Enterprise Tax know better). 
Our major revenue source, the Medicaid money, is drying up, 
leading many of us to worry what will happen next. But that 
is for another Representative to contemplate. 

Representing you in Concord was a great privilege in my 
life, second only to my marriage and family life. Thanks for 
you support. I hope some day, in some way, I may get to do it 
again.

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PLAINFIELD VILLAGE WATER DISTRICT 
COMMISSIONER'S REPORT 


In April of 1994 the Commissioners signed a contract with Pump 
System, Inc. of Franklin, NH to be our operator of record. At 
the time none of the commissioners was a Licensed Water System 
Operator. The contract included the taking and processing of 
required monthly water samples, monthly maintenance inspections 
and emergency, 24 hour, availability for maintenance problems 
and consulting. Their assistance and timely response has proven 
very valuable at times during the year. 


Due to the contract with Pump Systems all water testing has been 
done according to state requirements including special annual 
Volatile, Chemical Analysis. All test have shown that the 
districts water supply is consistently well within’ state 
standards. 


Commissioner George Adams has overseen the maintenance of our 
equipment doing much of the work himself. Much needed 
maintenance, both routine and in response to break downs was 
handled promptly which has resulted in very little down time and 
very few water problems for customers this year. Commissioner 
Adams has recently received a license as a Water System Operator 
from the Sate of New Hampshire. 


Some of the items addressed in 1994 were repair to a damaged 
generator gas tank, a safety blow off valve, well water switch 
including installation of new probes and replacement of a 
defective relay that works with water level probes. 
Replacements were made to the chlorine pump, the battery for the 
stand-by generator, number one pump, new tank isolation valve 
for tank one to replace defective one. The water pressure has 
been adjusted. The stand-by generator has functioned flawlessly 
during brief outages. The chlorine take has been charged every 
180,000 gallons of water pumped. Two meters were replaced. A 
complete, detailed operations report will be available at the 
annual water district meeting. 


During some repairs, water storage tanks have been emptied and 
later completely refilled. During that time, the pumps did not 
shut down because of low water. This suggests that we have a 
good supply. In 1993, the well and gallery were cleaned out. 
This seems to have increased water supply. 


We have received approval from the Conservation Commission and 
the Town Selectmen to test the town-owned land along Stage Road 
for above-bedrock water sources. We are requesting assistance 
from the U. S. Geological Survey in studying this area. We 
expect to provide test results at the annual meeting.

MERIDEN VILLAGE WATER DISTRICT 
Operator's Report 


Water System 

A desktop corrosion control study was done by the 
Meriden Village Water District in 1994. This was done as a 
result of higher than allowable levels of lead and copper in 
samples taken throughout the distribution system. It was 
determined that a pH adjustment is necessary to reduce the 
corrosivity of the water thus reducing the amount of lead and 
copper present. This additional treatment of the water is due 
to be implemented in the near future. The phase II and V 
sampling was continued in 1994 with samples analyzed for 
inorganic chemicals. All samples passed with no detections. A 
phase II and V waiver was applied for and granted to the 
district for the synthetic organic compound category. This 
waiver will save the district in excess of $11,000 over the 
next 10 years. The number of water services remained 
unchanged at 60 including Kimball Union Academy. An average 
of 296,000 gallons per week were used by the customers of 
the district. 

Wastewater Treatment Plant 

The treatment plant continued to perform well in 1994. 
The average daily flow increased slightly from 1993 to just 
over 24,000 gallons per day. 8,888,600 gallons of wastewater 
were treated at the plant in 1994. No new sewer connections 
were made during the year leaving the total number of sewer 
services at 34 including Kimball Union Academy.

During the current fiscal year these 
funds were used to pay for such services as student evaluations and related support services. Some of the 
funds are used to help us actively seek out, locate and evaluate children who may be eligible for special 
education services. Federal law requires that we do this. The specific manner in which we propose to 
spend these funds is outlined in a grant application which will be submitted in June of 1995. Delivery of 
the services proposed is contingent upon the approval of the application and the actual receipt of funds.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
Plainfield, New Hampshire 
January 30, 1995 


The 1994-1995 school year has been a busy one for the Plainfield School District. 


The study of the Plainfield Elementary School by the Independent School Management Group in 
1993-1994 was the focus of review by five committees appointed by the School Board. The committees 
included representatives of the community, staff and School Board. The committees found that many of 
the recommendations in the report were already being implemented in the school. Numerous 
recommendations and suggestions for further study were proposed. Several of the recommendations 
resulted in proposals which are recommended in the 1995-1996 budget, such as the reinstatement of the 
California Achievement Test, increased funding for teacher training, and the purchase of additional 
technology. Some of the recommendations are on-going, such as establishing systems with Lebanon High 
School and KUA to evaluate preparation and progress of Plainfield students and the consideration of 
providing more choice for high school students by evaluating organizational options with other districts. 
Still others, like withdrawal from the SAU and adopting a "single" teaching model have been rejected by 
the board as undesirable or impractical at this time. Continued exploration of possibilities for 
reorganization with Cornish, or others, remains the subject of Board discussion. Since most of the 
recommendations of the committees, and the report itself, require regular attention and are never really 
"finished", the School Board will continue its efforts to research and discuss all related possibilities. The 
full school study has been widely distributed and the reports of these committees are available at the school 
or from School Board members. The Board always welcomes ideas for improvement of the school. 


In April, 1994, New Hampshire began to implement its new Educational Improvement and 
Assessment Program by testing all third graders in the state. In late May of 1995, it will begin pilot testing 
the assessment of sixth and tenth grade students. Lebanon High School has been selected to pilot the tenth 
grade test. Starting in May, 1996, all third, sixth, and tenth grade students in New Hampshire will be tested 
every year and the information gained from that testing will be used by the state and by local school 
districts to improve their educational programs. These tests are based on a new set of curriculum 
guidelines, called "Frameworks", which the state is developing. 


Many people were disappointed by the results of the third grade test administered last Spring. 
Those results are being analyzed in Plainfield as they are across the state. Every effort will be made to 
bring the district's curriculum, instruction, and student assessment into alignment with the state's new 
curriculum guides and tests as they become available. If a similar program in Maine is any guide, student 
performance on these tests, both local and state-wide, should improve measurably over the next few years. 
Certainly that is the goal of the Plainfield School. In conjunction with the California Achievement Test 
results and other forms of student assessment recommended by the Student Performance Evaluation 
Committee, the Plainfield School should be able to document what students know and are able to do. With 
continued community support, the Plainfield School will use these assessments to promote continuous 
improvement. 


The 1995-1996 base budget as recommended by the School Board reflects an increase of $33,621 
or 1.5% over the 1994-1995 budget. The tax impact of this increase is projected at approximately | %. 
Aid from the State of New Hampshire for 1995-1996 is projected at $34,469, a drop of $17,099 or 33% 
from 1994-1995. Plainfield received $106,060 from the state in 1993-1994. The two year decrease in 
state aid is $71,591 and represents a drop from 5.3% of the total 1993-1994 budget to about 1.5% of the 
1995-1996 budget.

In addition, Plainfield will lose all of its Chapter I funding ($11,245) as there are no longer 
enough Plainfield students who meet Federal poverty guidelines. The 1995-1996 budget includes 
approximately $9,500 to cover the cost of continuing the Math Program which had been funded through 
Chapter I. 


Two other warrant articles will affect the Board's total budget recommendation. First, it is hoped 
that negotiations with teachers will be completed by the annual meeting. Talks are currently progressing 
well and reflect a cooperative and respectful spirit. When complete, the amount negotiated will be 
submitted to the voters for approval at the annual meeting. If not completed by the time the warrant must 
be posted, this article will contain $1 and the School Board will recommend the proper amount to be 
voted at the annual meeting. 


Second, $2,000 is being requested for the Capital Reserve Fund. This fund was originally 
established to replace the school's heating system. Unfortunately, the heating system failed last year and 
had to be replaced using the surplus from the 1993-1994 operating budget. If approved, these amounts 
(funding the teacher contract and $2,000 for capital reserve) would be added to the $33,621 increase in the 
budget as well. 


The School Board is also asking that the voters approve a change in purpose of the Capital 
Reserve Fund from the specific replacement of the heating system to the broader purpose of "renovating 
and/or maintaining " the school building. This would allow the district to accumulate the funds for other 
purposes such as a new roof, upgraded ventilation, renovations to the space currently occupied by the 
Town Offices should a decision be made to move them, or other major capital expenses. If approved, the 
new purpose would still allow use of the funds for a wood chip heating system which is currently under 
consideration. It should be remembered that, if the purpose of the Capital Reserve Fund is changed or not, 
a vote at an annual meeting or special "emergency" meeting is required to authorize expenditure of these 
funds. 


The 1995-1996 budget as proposed includes a new Foreign Language program for eighth graders. 
This program would allow Plainfield students to start high school having had a year of French or Spanish. 
Students would begin their high school programs with a language experience like the one offered at 
Lebanon Junior High and would be able to complete 5 years of language study in high school. The 
budgeted cost to add this program is $17,742. 


After meeting twice with the Plainfield Budget Committee, the School Board decided to use part 
of an anticipated 1994-1995 surplus to fund "non-recurring" expenses which the Board intended to include 
in the 1995-1996 budget. These expenditures include the required replacement of the underground oil tank, 
purchasing paint for the school building, roof replacement, and purchase of computers and a copier. The 
estimated total to be used from surplus is approximately $57,000. These expenditures will only be made 
when the surplus is assured. The unexpended balance (currently estimated at $17,475) will be carried over 
to reduce 1995 taxes. By using surplus funds for these expenses, it will not be necessary to budget for 
them in 1995-1996 and it will help to level out the tax rate impact over time. 
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A special article is included in the 1995 annual meeting warrant relating to the Authorized 
Regional Enrollment Area (AREA). Under the terms of the AREA agreement, Lebanon is the "receiving 
district", and is required to accept Grantham students in grades 7 - 12 and Plainfield students in grades 9 - 
12, the "sending districts". In turn, the sending districts must send their students to the schools of the 
receiving district. A part of the law covering AREA agreements allows sending districts to consider 
withdrawal from the AREA agreement if the receiving district votes to assume additional bonded 
indebtedness for the grades covered by that agreement. Since Lebanon is considering the construction of a 
new high school, the Plainfield School Board delayed its normal annual meeting date until March 25, 1995 
in order to know the results of any action of the Lebanon annual meeting on March 11. The board is also 
including the appropriate, legally-prescribed article on the warrant for consideration by Plainfield voters. 


As specified in RSA 195-A:14 VI, the Plainfield warrant (Article VII) will be worded as follows: 
"Should the sending district, the Plainfield School District, agree to be obligated for further bonded 
indebtedness approved by the receiving district, the Lebanon School District?" 


Two options are possible: 

1. If Lebanon voters pass a bond issue applicable to grades 9- 12, Plainfield will act on the above 
article. If two-thirds (2/3) vote "NO", then Plainfield will have withdrawn from the Approved Regional 
Enrollment Area. If fewer than two-thirds (2/3) vote "NO", Plainfield remains in the AREA and will pay a 
share of the indebtedness. The current agreement calls for a 2%. "rental charge”. 


2. If Lebanon voters do not vote on a bond issue or reject a proposed bond issue for grades 9 - 12, 
the above article is moot since Lebanon would not have added to its debt for grades 9 - 12. Voters would 
"pass over" this article as it would have no purpose. 


This article applies only to the addition of new bonded indebtedness currently under consideration 


by Lebanon for grades 9 - 12. If, on March 11, Lebanon does not vote on, or defeats, a bond issue vote, 
this warrant article is unnecessary in Plainfield and has no effect. If another vote is proposed by Lebanon at 
any time in the future, Plainfield would have another chance to vote on assuming a share of the 
indebtedness or withdrawing from the AREA. 


As of January 30, 1995, the Lebanon School Board has not decided whether a vote on building a 
new high school will occur at its 1995 annual meeting. A decision is expected by early February. The 


Plainfield School Board will be presenting additional information on the subject of the AREA agreement 
vote and on high school options at the annual meeting.

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PRINCIPAL'S REPORT 
1994-1995 


The 1993-94 school year ended with two memorable events: the chorus's delightful performance of 
Mozart's "Magic Flute" and Steve Beaupre's selection as the 1994 recipient of the National Consortium for 
Teaching Canada K-12 Educator's Award. 


The 1994-95 school year marks this principal's twelfth and final year at Plainfield. It has truly been an 
honor. Through the darkest of days, the community was always there to offer support. When the art and 
music programs were lost because of budget cuts, there was an outpouring of support in the form of 
donations of money, time and talents. Because of that, it has become a richer program. In testimony to 
the success of the arts at Plainfield School, last year's eighth grade class gave money to art teacher Robina 
Macintyre for the purchase of a pottery wheel for the art room. During the 1993-94 school year, $3,484 
was donated by the community for the arts and sports. Another $4,888 came from grant awards for the 
arts. This year's gifts and grants have supported performances (Gift of the Magi), artists-in-residence 
(papermaker Lisa May Tobin), and performers (the History of American Music with Nat Hewitt) to name 
but three. In addition, links with Dartmouth have continued to grow. Professor Ariel Bock and a group of 
her students coached and directed grade 5-6 students in a memorable performance of Macbeth. It was an 
amazing performance by all sixty-one students. 


Volunteers have added to the richness of students' educational experiences at Plainfield School. Volunteer 
Peggy Meyette has taught our students about birds for more than a decade. This past fall another 
community volunteer, Marc Rosenbaum, joined Denis Reisch's Math Topics class for a special project on 
House Design. He met with the class for a double period each Monday for twelve weeks. Observers to the 
class could see students performing stress tests, learning about environmental considerations in house 
design, and working together to apply their knowledge of math along with new learnings to formulate 
their own house designs. 


Well-deserved congratulations are due Plainfield's Math Teams and their coach, Denis Reisch. At the 
Twin State Math League's January meet, Plainfield's Orange Team scored 164 points to walk away with 
first place. The score, which some believe to be a League record, was twenty-five points above the closest 
competitor. Plainfield's Black Team ranked 6th in the competition with the twenty teams from schools as 
far away as Bellows Falls to the south, Woodstock to the west, Lebanon to the north, and Kearsarge to the 
east. 


In recent years, fewer and fewer foreign language slots have been available at KUA for our eighth grade 
students. It was extremely difficult to select only four students this year when quadruple that number were 
equally eligible. Once again, an after-school foreign language program is being offered for seventh and 
eighth grade students. Costs for the program are borne by parents. When KUA could not accommodate 
the number of our students who were ready for algebra in the mid-eighties, we started our own program 
with Denis Reisch teaching the course. Although the exact number of students fluctuates from year to 
year, the number generally ranges from one third to nearly one half of the eighth grade class. This year 
54% of the eighth graders are enrolled in what is now called Math Topics (algebra and geometry). These 
students will have advanced math placement when they go to Lebanon High School or KUA next year. 


Under the guidance of Donna Beaupre, the library has continued to flourish. Donna successfully applied 
for grant money to fund an expanded Accelerated Reader Program. To date, the $14,000 received from 
grants this year has been used to purchase five Mac Quadra 605 computers (which are networked with one 
another and designated for Accelerated Reader), a CD ROM for research, and an all-school Accelerated 
Reader Program. 


The revised math curriculum will be presented to the School Board in early spring for their approval. 


With the purchase of the new TERC program to support the math curriculum, the need for updating the 
school's computers has become more pressing. Part of the program necessitates the use of computers. 
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TERC recommends a minimum of five Mac computers per classroom for schools that do not have a 
computer lab. 


Although Plainfield has a remarkably low turnover rate of staff, there are new faces added to the School's 
staff each year. Emily Cromwell left last March on a maternity and child-rearing leave. Meriden resident 
Jim Sheehan, with his impeccable teaching reputation, was selected for her replacement. Athletic 
Coordinator George Prescott resigned at the end of the school year. George is to be commended for his 
commitment and dedication to the children of this community. The new Athletic Coordinator. Mike 
Denmeade, has been on the job since December. 


Special needs students. who would have been tuitioned to other schools or institutions in the past, are now 
enrolled in regular classrooms in keeping with the school's practice of inclusive education. It is a practice 
that has enriched the entire school. Although inclusive education generally necessitates an increase in 
special education aides, the cost is offset by a reduction in special education tuition costs. New special 
education aides include Sondra Johnstone. Jane Taupier, Neilly Buckalew, and Lisa Tremblay, all of 
whom live in the community, and Kathy Bates who, through example and her sense of humor, has taught 
each of us about courage and life. 


A new report card is being field tested this year. It is the result of two years of work by a committee of 
parents and teachers. Comments will be solicited from the users in the spring. Modifications. if needed, 
will be made before the system is used next year. 


Like all New Hampshire schools, Plainfield grade three students participated in the New Hampshire 
Educational Improvement and Assessment Program last spring. Beginning with language arts and math. 
the assessment is being expanded to include science and social studies. Tests will be given at the end of 
grades three, six, and ten. The intent of these assessments is to raise the standards for New Hampshire 
students and schools by using a more rigorous standard as outlined in the New Hampshire Curriculum 
Frameworks. The tests were administered last spring to determine baseline data by which to measure 
future growth. 


As I prepare to leave Plainfield School. it is reassuring to know that the SAU 32 administration has 
stabilized after years of turmoil. that the community of Plainfield continues to select school board 
members who are dedicated to the betterment of education for its students, and that the school has a 
highly competent and experienced staff ready to give their full support to a new principal. Much was 
done before I came. Much was done while I was here. Much is left to be done. That is the challenge and 
excitement of education. That is why it is difficult to say good-bye.

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HEALTH REPORT 1994-1995 


Health promotion continues to be a part of everyday life at Plainfield School. The approved health 
curriculum is being implemented in classrooms from kindergarten through eighth grade, and some 
classroom highlights so far this year include Mr. Beaupre's disaster preparedness unit, Ms. Cantlin's frog 
dissection lab and Cell Day, and the eighth grade unit on respiration that featured "hands on" study of a 
beef heart and lungs brought in by Dartmouth Medical student Meredith Atkins. A few other things to 
look forward to are the first graders' Winnie the Pooh nutrition unit, the fifth and sixth graders’ continued 
science experiments with Mr. Paul, and the eighth grade Health class "Flour Babies" week during their 
unit on human reproduction and development. 


The Plainfield School Wellness team, which is comprised of the school guidance counselor, the nurse, the 
principal, several teachers, a school board member, and several parents, continues to meet bimonthly and 
is a school and community vehicle for promoting health and wellness. Our purpose is to sponsor healthy 
activities or programs in the school and larger community, and the encouragement of healthy behaviors 
(for example, adequate rest, exercise, good nutrition), which have a direct impact on absentee rates, 
morale, and learning. One big spring project is the Bike Rodeo, which we will be planning with the 
Plainfield PTA and the Plainfield Police department. 


Health screenings (height, weight, hearing, vision, and scoliosis checks) are done every year in school. 
The school nurse does follow-up checks and notifies parents of possible problems to be referred to 
families' regular health care providers. A special thanks to screening volunteers Connie Adams-Brady, 
Anita Brown, Adrienne Cedeno, Donna Houston, Pam Lewis, Carol Marrazzo, Susan Nugent, and Donna 
Plummer! 


The health office continues to be a busy place at school. The school nurse serves as a health resource for 
students, staff and parents. This includes paying attention to infection control and the prevention of the 
spread of communicable diseases in school - one example being the emergency measles vaccinations given 
to the afternoon kindergarten class when we learned there was a possible case of measles (which turned 
Out to be scarlet fever). The nurse also keeps the office door open for minor emergencies ranging from 
finger splinters to earaches as well as illnesses, teaches daily and follows up on other health concerns in 
the building, such as gathering data on air quality. 


Registration for the incoming kindergarten is held at school in early May each year. Parents and 
pre-kindergartners are invited then to explore the nurse's office as well as stop by the kindergarten 
Classroom. We acquaint parents with immunization requirements and go over forms for pre-school 
physicals which need to be completed and filed in the nurse's office by September. This is an important 
introductory time to Plainfield School for new students and parents.

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PLAINFIELD ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 
LONG RANGE PLANNING REPORT 


In spring 1992 then-Chairperson Greg Marshall asked for the creation of a community study group 
to devetop a process of long term planning for the Ptainfield Elementary School. The group presented a 
report in September that included three steps: (1) write a mission statement, (2) evaluate the school, and 
(3) based on that evaluation, formulate a plan recommendating what should be done and by whom. 

The mission statement (step 1) was written during the fall and earty winter of 1992-93 and adopted 
by the board on April 12, 1993. A copy follows this report. Meanwhile, the evaluation committee had 
begun meeting and in the fall of 1994 the board, on the recommendation of that committee, hired Dr. 
Walker Buckalew of Independent School Management, a company that has reviewed and evaluated more 
than 1,000 schools in its eighteen-year history. In December 1994, Dr. Buckalew conducted a three-day 
evaluation of the school (step 2). In his oral report to the board and town he praised many aspects of the 
school and stated, "This is a school in which | would happily place any of my six kids”. In his twenty-page 
written report he made seven recommendations that the board accepted in March. At that time the board 
also created five committees charged with researching one or two of those recommendations and 
reporting to the Ptainfield School Board in June or July of 1994 on ways of implementing them. Each 
committee's report was heard and accepted by the board dunng June and July (step 3). What follows are 
some highlights of their reports. 

The Student Performance Evaluation Committee recommended three things: establishing a 
formal communications system with LHS and KUA, developing a progressive, broad-based representation 
of work that demonstrates student growth in all aspects of the educational experience, and funding the 
California Achievement Tests for the upper grades. 

The Research-Based Educational Planning Committee "came to the conclusion that they could 
not recommend adopting any one single plan.” They went on to say that all teachers have access to 
copies of What Works recommended by Dr. Buckalew as a reliable source of research based educational 
methods, and that a majority of its recommendations are currently being followed in our school. 

The committee that studied technology, heating, and the extra room for music supplied an interim 
report and is currently being pressed back into action to help the board deal with the questions of 
technology and the heating system. Their recommendations in the June report were: technology needs 
to be upgraded, teachers must be trained in the use of technology, technology could be implemented 
without a separate computer lab, investigate an alternative wood chip heating system, and better define 
the purpose and use of additional space before moving ahead. 

The Committee for Curricular Integration and Faculty Evaluation had six suggestions: write a 
pamphlet with a brief overview of the total school program, have each grade level also write a guide to 
present curriculum and objectives,( both guides in "user-friendly" language), implement a school-wide 
homework policy, set up an evaluation system as recommended in the Buckalew report and adopt a policy 
to provide continuing opportunities for professional development for the faculty. 

The SAU Study Committee supplied three recommendations: explore withdrawl from the AREA 
agreement but not the SAU, and allow choice to local high schools that have expressed a willingness to 
accept our students, explore the possibility of forming a Plainfield/Comish SAU with a secondary school, 
and, if we are unable to do either of these recommendations, study what is causing the town's 
dissatisfaction with Lebanon and how we can actively work to correct problems. Since the committee 
submitted its report ther~ have been many discussions about local high schools’ ability and willingness to 
take tuition students. The board has much information that is too detailed to share here, but we hope to 
present an overview to the voters at school district meeting. 
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Again, many thanks to all the hard-working townspeople and teachers who joined the board in this 
three-year effort - we could not have initiated this kind of long range planning without your help. The 
budget we present to the town represents our efforts at implementing many of the recommendations of 


these committees.

Plainfield's Educational Mission

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CHAPTER I ANNUAL REPORT 1994-1995 


Chapter I is a federally funded program for compensatory education. The reauthorization of the 
Elementary and Secondary Education Act of 1965 was signed into effect by President Clinton October 27, 
1994. Chapter I now Title I "Helping Disadvantaged Children Meet High Standards” is a section of the 
public law. Its overall goal is to improve the teaching and learning of children in high-poverty schools to 
enable them to meet challenging academic content and performance standards. Projects funded under 
Chapter I are developed locally to supplement the academic needs of educationally disadvantaged 
children. Funds are allocated to each district according to the number of low income families residing in 
the district; however, student participation is based only upon educational need. According to the 1990 
census Plainfield's low income families have substantially decreased from 20 students to 1 student. 
Therefore as of July 1, 1995, Plainfield will no longer receive any Federal Funds through Title I. To 
continue serving students in remedial math in grades 3-6 the town will have to provide financial support 
for two part-time tutors. 


This year's project provides supplementary math instruction in grades 3-6 for 17 students. Two part-time 
tutors provide instruction to small groups of students who need help mastering math skills. Students have 
been referred by their classroom teacher and/or parents for this additional help. All activities are 
coordinated with the classroom teachers and the students’ classroom math program. An additional one 
time grant of $4,800 was awarded to Plainfield through Chapter I to provide staff development programs 
and materials in math and provide management time to test Chapter I students. FY/95 budget of $11,245 
supported two part-time tutors and a part-time manager. It has been a pleasure working for Plainfield the 
last nine years as Chapter I Project Manager. I will miss the weekly contact with students, parents and 
staff. The remedial math program has helped many students and will continue to do so if the town 
decides to fund it.
